1. Water collections were , received from the National Marine Fisheries 
Service vessels for collections taken in January and February 1973 
off the east coast of the United States. These sample.s are being 
prepared for subsequent microscopic examination. 

2. Water samples were taken at sites off the mouth of the Chesapeake 
Bay on March 21, i\.pril 8, .\pril 26, and May 13. These samples will 
be further examined and correlated with any available ERTS data. 

3. Excellent correlation was made between the data results obtained from 
ERTS overpass of January 26 and Sea Truth data off the Chesapeake 
Bay. Subsequent iso-density plots were made at the NASA Langley 
Laboratory through the cooperative efforts of Dr. David E. Bowker. 

4. An oral presentation was made at the Virginia Academy of Science 
meetings May 4, 1973 at the College of William and Mary by Harold 
G. Marshall. The topic of this presentation was "Application of the 
Earth Resources Technological Satellite for Ifepping Phytoplankton 
Densities in Atlantic Coastal Waters." 

5. Preparation is underway for further data collections to be made during 
the summer months.
